ate may accomplish in the way oE leg- 
islation for the Philippines during the 
present' session is entirely problemat- 
ical, but that the question will be thor- 
oughly discussed is indicated by the 
number of resolutions bearing upon it 
being introduced.

papers of Lincoln, Neb., note that the 
former law partners of -Mr. "William 
Jennings Bryan have moved into new 
offices. 
But among the names 


painted on the windows Mr. 
does not appear. The Nebraska State 
Journal observes that Mr. Bryan has 
evidently given'up all pretense of prac- 
tising law, and inquires what the census 
enumerator will put down opposite Mr. 
Bryan's name under the heading, "Oc- 
cupation," 


Once Ujjon a time Mr. Bryan practised 


law but that is so long, ago that evon his 
fellow townsmen of Lincoln find it diffi- 
cult to give offhand the title of any case 
in which he appeared. 
Then Mr. Bryan 


was a member of Congress, and later 
the nominal editor of a daily newspaper 
in Omaha. It, is also recalled thnt Mr. 
Bryan .was a candidate for the Presidency 
of the United States. .Then Mr, Bryan 
"became an attraction at agricultural 
exhibitions and horse trots. On these' 
occasions Mr; Bryan made speeches-^ 
consideration, cash, in advance. 


Except on the score:o£ a possible sac- 


-riScebf dignity no one found fault with 
Mr. Bryan for engaging in this occupa- 
tion, for is not even the laborer with his 
mouth worthy of his hire? Some people 
were disposed to censure Mr. Bryan's 
speeches as tending to encourage certain 
gentlemen in Luzon to persist in the 
practice of shooting American soldiers. 
But Mr. Bryan had to live even if one 
Aguinaldo did joyfully declare: ''Bryan 
is with us! Let us go out and kill borne 
more Americans!' 


Mr. Bryan at present seems to have 


notrade, profession, business, or occupa- 
tion at which he works, except that of 
making speeches. 
When the census 


• enumerator gets around Mr. Bryan may, 


on account of the tireless strength of 
his voice, designate himself ns ''Vocalist," 


. with calamity howling, as his special line. 


Or he.may call- himself "Professor of 
Surgery," on the ground that his vocal 
efforts have done much to much to en- 
courage phlebotomy in the Philippines. 
On mature consideration, however, Mr. 
Bryan will doubtless reach the conclu- 
sion that he should designate himself as 
'•'Capitalist." The dictionaries define a 
capitalist as "one who has large means 
employed in productive 
enterprise." 


This is one of tho cases where the dic- 
tionaries' fail to record actual usage. 
To tho average man a "capitalist is "one 
whose means enable him to live without 
^work." Mr. Bryan must be a capitalist, 
for he does not work at any " generally 
re-organized trade, business or -profes- 
sion. Therefore it may be expected that 
Mr. Bryan and the census ; enumerator 
will readily agree, and that .the.. record 
will show.this entry: "'Williero Jennings 
Bryan—Capitalist."

'The first armored train which the 
English sent out was intended to take 
guns and ammunition to the besieged 
force of Colonel Baden-Powell at Mafe- 
king. 


The train was expected to run 


through the Boer lines, dealing death 
and destruction as it whirled along. 
But the Boers changed the programme. 
They very impolitely derailed the train 


' and then hammered it with artillery 


until it was abandoned. 
Then they 


helped themselves to the fine store of 
rifles and cartridges and -curiously in- 
spected this new contrivance of the 
scientific Iluineks. 


"While armored trains are not usually 


considered as a regular part of the 


» equipment of an army corps and have 


been little used in actual warfare, they 
are not wholly new. In fact, the idea 
is rather old. It is the practice of using 
them and the knowledge of their ef- 
ficiency which are new. 


The American army in the Philip- 


pines has probably used an armored 
train more times within the; last year 
than it was ever used before in all the 
long history of wars. Almost the whole 
campaign against the Filipinos has 
been fought along the line of the rail- 
road running north, out of Manila. 


In South Africa the fighting has 


closely followed the steel rails, chiefly 
because, the British advance has been 
along these paths. Imaginative artists 
have pictured many fantastic ma- 
chines which have been printed as il- 
lustrating actual armored trains. Such 


' pictures are very interesting. 


But, as a matter of fact, the real 


armored train is nothing more than a 
train of ordinary freight cars strength*

NEW ENGLISH SEKAPNEL AND ITS EFFECT. 
was highly unsatisfactory. 
The one 


used by General Shatter in the ad- 
vance on Santiago was expected to be 
of great service.

Another new; device possessed by the 


British is a new-field gun which throws 
a shrapnel shell that is expected to 
play havoc with the Boer forces. It is 
said that this new shrapnel Is the most 
effective missile of -the kicd that has 
ever been employed in warfare. 


The projectile consists of steel tubing 


filled with about 200 small balls of hard- 
ened lead. The projectile weighs 15 
pounds. It is charged with lyddite, that 
tremendously forcible explosive which 
is a compound of picric acid. 


In firing the gun a time fuse Is fitted 


into the head of the projectile. In the 
hands of experienced gunners it may 
be cut so as to cause the bursting of a 
shell as close as one-third of a second 
after fti-iug the gun, or, on the other 
hand, the missile may be given a flight 
of 12 seconds before bursting.'The gun- 
ners aim to burst the shrapnel about 30 
yards short of the enemy's position. At 
a range of 1,000 yards all the shrapnel 
balls will be projected within a'circle 
on the ground for about 25 feet in di- 
ameter. Each shell ought to be equal 
to a volley from two companies of in- 
fantry fired at short range. 


If the British suffer any more re- 


verses at the hands of the Boers, it will 
not be from poor equipment, but be- 
cause they have ueen outgeneraled.

In, 
recent administrations, however, vice 
presidents have been but little more 
than figureheads so far as their real 
influence on the policy of the adminis- 
tration has gone. 


In former days the vice presidency 


was considered a stepping stone to the 
presidency. Latterly it has been little 
more than a top shelf where the politi- 
cal ambitions of many good men have 
been laid away. 


The present salary of I lie vice presi- 


dent is ¥8,000. He has no official resi- 
dence, but may live where he chooses 
in Washington. He does have a room 
of* his own opening off the seriate1 
chamber. To the room and the addi- 
tional $3,000 salary Senator Frye suc- 
ceeds. He will also have the privilege 
of presiding over the senate and of 
voting when that;augnst body reaches 
a thxvote. 
^Jnder the constitution as originally 
framed the presidential candidate re- 
ceiving the sec- 
ond highes'tnnm- 
ber of votes be- 
came vice presi- 
dent; This made 
the presidentand 
v i c e president 
members of op- 
posing 
parties. 


This state of af- 
f a i r s 
existed 


during John Ad- 
ams' administra- 
tion, when Thom- 
as Jefferson was vice president. 
If 


- thJs^system were still in force, William 


J. Bryan would have been chosen vice 
president atthe last election instead oi 
Mr. Hobart. "% 


The disability of a president at any 


time in the term for which lie had 
been chosen would place the chief ex- 
ecutive office in the control of the par- 
ty which had been defeated at the 
polls, a possibility which would please 
neither Republicans nor Democrats. 


The manner of electing the president 


and vice president was changed by the 
twelfth amendment to the constitution, 
which was adopted in 1S04. Since then 
these officials "have been voted for sep- 
arately and have belonged to the same 
party. 


Mr. Hobart was the sixth yice pres- 


ident to die in office. Only four presi- 
dents have died before finishing their 
terms. Consequently four vice presi- 
dents have reached the presidential 
chair through the deatli of presidents. 
Three vice presidents have been elect- 
ed president, but several, more have 
been presidential candidates. 


The first man who held the office of 


vice president under the government 
•was John Adams. He was chosen two 


terms and filled 
the office during 
the eight years 
of Washington's 
presidency, pass- 
ing from that to 
the 
presidential 


station on March 
4, 1797. 


Thomas Jeffer- 


son was the sec-

dent, and he, too. stepped into the pres- 
idency at the conclusion of his service 
In the lower station, which was March

The third vice president was Aaron 


Burr, who held that post during the 
first presidential term of Jefferson. 
Burr was the strangest and most pic- 
turesque character of the time, and. 
despite his political and moral vices, 
he is still, in his way, one of the most 
interesting figures in American his- 
tory. 


•Burr was the first vice president to 


fail in his ambition to be president, 
and he was the first and only vice pres- 
ident to fight a duel while holding the 
office. This occurred near the close of 
his term while he was running for gov- 
ernor of New York. His opponent was 
backed by Burr's great legal rival, Al- 
exander Hamilton. 


The campaign was a hot one, and 


^expressions Hamilton used in his

letters got into print. Burr seized oa 
these to force a duel. Tlie two men 
met at Weehawkeu at 7 a. in.' on July 
7, 1SOJ. Hamilton was mortally wound- 
ed at the lirst (ire. Burr retired from 
the field unhurt in body, but neverthe- 
less a ruined man. Me fled from the 
storm of popular indignation this trag- 
edy aroused and took refuge in his 
daughter's house in Soulb Carolina. 


Fourth on the list of vice presidents 


stands George Clinton. 
He was one 


of the strongest men, intellectually, of 
his time, was successively a soldier in 
the French and ,1 ml inn wars, a mem- 
ber oi' the Continental congress, a gen- 
eral iu the Revolutionary army, gov- 
ernor of I/is state, New xoriv, two 
terms and was twice chosen to the 
vice presidency, in 
ISO-i and 1SOS. 


Clinton was the second vice president 
to secure re-election, John Adams be- 
ing the first, and was the first to die 
in office. 
His death took place in 


1S12 after a service of seven years 
one and a hnlf months. 


E'lbridge .Gerry, the fifth vice presi- 


dent, was a Federalist car'ly iu political 
life anil afterward a .TclTcrsoniun. Ho 
was conspicuous in .his state, Massa- 
chusetts, before

The sixth vico president, Daniel D. 


Tompkins, who, like Burr and Clin- 
ton, 
was a Now Yorker, had, like all 


'his predecessors except Adams and 
Burr, .been n governor and, like all of 
them, had served in congress. Ho was 
the third vice president elected to n 
second term, serving eight years dur- 
ing the presidency of James'Monroe. 


'The career of John C. Cavhouri, the 


seventh 
vice president, is1! too wei! 


known to be reviewed here. ' 


A stirring and romantic career was 


that led by Richard Mentor Johnson, 
the ninth of the vice presidents. While 
representing a district of Kentucky in 
congress in 1812 
lie was outspoken 


and active iu favor of declaring war 
against England. When hostilities be- 
gan, be'left his seat'in congress and 
went home, where he raised a regiment 
of cavalry in a few days and was 
chosen 
colonel, 
his 
older brother, 


James, being second in command. He 
took a brilliant part in toe campaign 
in Canada, especially in the battles of 
Chatham and the Thames. In the lat- 
ter conflict, *.7hile' lighting the Indians 
and British. Johnson killed an Indian 
chief supposed to be Tecnmseh. 


John Tyler, the tenth vice president, 


was one of those who succeeded to the 
presidency, his ' elevation being due 
to the death of William Henry Harri- 
son. 


George M. Dallas, the eleventh vice 


president, was the only man Pennsyl- 
vania contributed to the second high- 
est executive station. 


The twelfth vice president, Millard 


Fillmore, who "was chosen in 1SJS on 
the ticket headed by Znchary Taylor, 
went to the presidency in 1850 on Tay- 
lor's death. 
, ' 


One of the ablest, most experienced 


and most conspicuous men of his time 
was William Rui'us King, who stands 
thirteenth on the list of vice presidents. 
King was the only man ever chosen to 
the vice presidency who never per- 
formed the duties of that post. 
He 


was in Cuba for his health on inaugu- 
ration day, and, a special act of con- 
gress having been passed to permit it, 
the oath of office was administered to 
him there on March 4, 1803. A few 
weeks later he left for the United' 
States and died on April IS. the day 
after he readied his home in Alabama, 
aged 7 7 . .
